I hereby certify, as part of my duties with the U.S. Department of the Treasury (Treasury), including referring 
matters to the U.S. Department of Justice (DOJ) for litigation, I am a custodian of records of certain files sent by 
the U.S. Small Business Administration (SBA) to Treasury for collection actions. As a custodian of records for 
Treasury, I have care and custody of records relating to the debts owed by Raza Services, LLC; Amir Raza; and 
MDM, Inc. (DEBTORS) to SBA. 

On 03/12/2014, the DEBTORS executed a promissory note and unconditional guarantee loan agreement for 
$522,000.00, with interest accruing at a rate of 3.263%, except as otherwise provided within the Promissory Note 
with JP Morgan Chase N.A., (LENDER). Pursuant to Section 7(a) of the Small Business Act as amended, the SBA 
guarantees 100% of this loan. 

From March 2014 through April 2014, the LENDER disbursed a total of $522,000.00 of which the DEBTORS made 
payments totaling $69,214.30, The payments were applied, $27,367.52 to the principal, $24,490.22 to the interest 
and $17,356.56 to the costs. The DEBTORS became delinquent on the obligation on 12/01/2015 with a balance 
due of $495,832.48, due to the delinquency the SBA had to pay the guaranteed 100% and became holder of the 
Note. 

The information contained in this Certificate of Indebtedness is based on documents created by an employee or 
contractor of SBA based on his/her knowledge at or near the time the events were recorded, or by an employee 
or contractor of Treasury based on his/her knowledge at or near the time the events were recorded. Treasury's 
regular business practice is to receive, store and rely on the documents provided by SBA, when debts are referred 
to Treasury for collection activities, including litigation.
